wJhen Germany cancels the decree* 
iof passive resistance, said a dis- 
patch from Brussels today, Bel- 
gium thus stands firm - by

French demands. 


The Belgian note was in reply 


to a communication from 
Lord 


Curzon, British foreign secretary, 
on July 20. 


The note' declares it would be 


unjust to the allies to cancel Ger- 
many's detot and emphasized the 
the belief that a spirit of revenge 
is growing up in Germany. 


It is feared that th« death of 
President Harding may delay the 
reparations negotiations. 
British 


offlcials were hopeful that Presi- 
dent Harding would have respond- 
ed, either directly or Indirectly, to 
Premier Baldwin's recent repara- 
tions statement in Parliament had 
he lived. 


It was learned from an official 


source that Great Britain will not 
send a separate reply to the Ger- 
man reparations offer of June 7 
at leaut at this time. The cabinet 
will meet next week to re-examine 
the whole situation and attempt to 
work out a plan for a combined 
settlement of reparations and war 
defcts. 


J. F. Burke in his address before 


the Women's Christian Temperance 
Union, Friday afternoon, declared, 
that when the name .of the man and

The proclama- 
tion called on the nation to mourn 
the memory of the departed presi- 
dent on Friday, August, 10, the day 
on which the funeral will be held at 
Marion, O. 


It was the first official act of the 


new president. It came within 34 
hours after he took his oath of of- 
fice as chief magistrate.
